A) DONOR COMMODITY IMPORTS FOR FY 75 

AS AID/W IS AWARE,THE MULTI-DONOR MISSION RECOMMENDED A 
SHIPMENT OF 40,000 MTS OF CEREALS FOR SENEGAL FOR 1974-75, 

AFTER A REQUEST BY THE GOS FOR 100,000 MTS, OF WHICH 60,000 
MT'S WAS TO BE FOR CONSUMPTION, AND 40,000 MTS FOR STOCK. 

IN RECENT CONVERSATIONS, HOWEVER, THE COMMISSION FOR DROUGHT 
HAS ESTIMATED THAT THEIR CURRENT ESTIMATES FOR CEREALS 
REQUIRED IS 60,000 MT. 

PARAGRAPH 3 OF REFTEL (A)OBSERVERS THAT AID HAS ALREADY INDICATED 
TO UN/FAO AUTHORITIES OUR CONCERN THAT THERE MAY BE AN UNFORTUNATE 
LET-DOWN BY DONORS DUE TO IMPROVING CONDITIONS IN THE SAHEL. 

RDO AND RFFPO CONCUR IN THE ABOVE OPINION AND HAVE BEEN UNABLE 
TO RECONCILE THE FY 75 PROJECTED ARRIVAL FIGURES CONTAINED IN 
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REF (B), AS NO COMMODITIES FROM DONOR COUNTRIES HAVE ARRIVED 
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HERE IN JAN FOR SENEGAL, MALI, OR MAURITANIA, AND NONE ARE 
APPARENTLY SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE HERE IN FEB (WITH THE POSSIBLE 
EXCEPTION OF 2,000 MT’S OF CORN FOR MAURITANIA FROM AUSTRALIA, 

WHICH ARRIVAL IN DAKAR IS EXPECTED DURING THE FIRST WEEK OF 
MARCH). PRIOR TO RECEIPT OF REFTEL (C), RFFPO HAD CONTACTED 
ALL DONOR COUNTRIES IN THE AREA, WITH THE EXCEPTION OF RUSSIA 
AND CHINA, AND WE HAVE RECEIVED THE FOLLOWING DELIVERY PLAN OF 
COMMODITIES FOR 1975:

BOTH FAC AND FRG ADVISED THAT THEY HAD NO COMMITMENTS TO DATE, 

NOR HAD THEY MADE ANY PROMISES SO FAR TO EITHER MAURITANIA, 

MALI OR SENEGAL, FOR ANY FURTHER COMMODITY COMMITMENTS DURING 

THIS FISCAL YEAR. THIS CAME AS A SURPRISE TO RFFPO, AS THE 

OSRO CEREALS DELIVERY PLANNING 1974-75 SCHEDULE FOR THE SAHEL, 

DATED JAN 20, 1975, REFLECTS HEAVY COMMITMENTS TO MALI 
FROM BELGIUM, GERMANY, AND GREAT BRITAIN. THE CANADIAN 
EMBASSY DID ADVISE.HOWEVER, THAT CANADA HAD A COMMITMENT OF 
3,500 MT OF CEREAL FOR APRIL DELVY TO MAURITANIA, BUT THAT 
THIS HAD BEEN CANCELLED. THE OSRO SCHEDULE ALSO REFLECTS A 
COMMITMENT OF 2,000 MT OF CEREALS FOR MAURITANIA, AND DUE 
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FOR DELIVERY IN APRIL FROM GERMANY, BUT FRG EMBASSY KNOWS 
NOTHING ABOUT THIS COMMITMENT, OR EVEN WHEN IT MIGHT BE 
GRANTED. IN ADDITION, THE SCHEDULE REFLECTS 1,000 MT FROM 
AUSTRALIA FOR SENEGAL. THE BRITISH EMBASSY, WHICH HANDLES 
AUSTRALIAN AFFAIRS HERE, WAS NOT AWARE OF THIS. IT IS APPARENT 
THAT, IF COMMITMENTS BY FOREIGN GOVTS ARE BEING MADE TO 
OSRO/ROME, THE INFORMATION IS NOT BEING PASSED DOWN TO THE 
CONCERNED EMBASSY/EMBASSIES IN SENEGAL. 
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B) FOOD PRE-POSITIONING: 

PRE-POSITIONING IN FOOD DEFICIT LOCALES IS PERHAPS LESS IMPORTANT IN 
IN SENEGAL THAN IN A NUMBER OF NEIGHBORING SAHELIAN COUNTRIES. 

A NETWORK OF ALL-WEATHER ROADS PENETRATES THE INTERIOR OF MUCH 
OF SENEGAL. WHILE MUCH OF THE FLEUVE REGION, TOGETHER WITH 
PARTS OF NORTHERN SENEGAL ORIENTAL, IS MORE OR LESS IN 
ACCESSIBLE FROM DAKAR DURING A PORTION OF THE "HIVERNAGE" 

OR RAINY SEASON (JUNE-AUG) DUE TO ANNUAL, 

AND ENDEMIC, FLOODING OF THE SENEGAL RIVER, THE 
PRESENT ROAD SYSTEM, MUCH OF IT BITUMEN SURFACED, OFFERS EASY 
ACCESS TO OTHER PARTS OF THE COUNTRY AND THUS GREATLY SIMPLIFIES 
THE PROBLEM OF GRAIN TRANSPORT IN SUFFICIENT QUANTITY TO A 
NUMBER OF OTHERWISE DISASTER-PRONE AREAS. 

THERE ARE STILL, HOWEVER, AREAS OF BOTH FLEUVE AND NORTHERN 
SENEGAL ORIENTAL WHICH MUST BE WATCHED CLOSELY DURING TIMES OF 
EMERGENCY; THESE INCLUDE THE REGION FROM MAT AM TO TAMBACOUNDA, 
AND UP-RIVER AS FAR AS PODOR. UNDER THE ONSLAUGHT OF THE RAINS,

l)-PROVISION OF DRINKING WATER TO HEALTH CENTERS:

FOR THE FIRST TIME, ATTENTION IS BEING CONCENTRATED ON THE 
PROTECTION OF STORED FOOD, AND AN EFFORT IS UNDERWAY BY ADO. 
OSRO, AND THE GOS TO ENSURE THAT SUCH PROTECTION IS IN FACT 
PROVIDED. AN EXAMPLE OF THIS IS THE OCT 74 GRAIN STORAGE 
AND PROTECTION SEMINAR HELD IN DAKAR.AND THE MORE RECENTLY 
CONCLUDED COTONOU COURSE, TO BOTH OF WHICH SENEGAL SENT A

F) PLANT PROTECTION STRATEGY:

FUNDS ACCRING IN SENEGAL TO THE GRAIN STABILIZATION ACCOUNT 
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HAVE BEEN EARMARKED FOR THE UNDER- WRITING OF TRANSPORT AND 
RELATED COSTS, TO INCLUDE THE PURCHASE OF SEVERAL LAND-ROVERS 
AND SMALLER TYPES OF TRUCK WHICH CAN BE USED EFFECTIVELY IN

PURCHASED RICE. ALSO IN PORT ARE 6,000 TONS OF CORN/RICE, 

DESTINED FOR MALI.OF WHICH 4,000 TONS (CORN) REPRESENT THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REPLACEMENT TO MALI BY FAC OF A SMILAR TONNAGE DIVERTED TO 
SENEGAL IN AUG 1974, IN AN EFFORT TO ALLEVIATE CONGESTION

WERE LARGELY RESPONSIBLE FOR PORT CONGENSTION AT DAKAR LAST 
YEAR, RDO AND FFPO WISH TO POINT OUT THAT THE STATEMENT IS 
MISLEADING, SINCE EVENTS HAVE PROVED THAT LACK OF COORDINATION 
INVOLVING DONOR SHIPMENTS CONSTITUTED MUCH LESS OF A PROBLEM THAN 
THE FREQUENT, LARGE, AND INVARIABLY UNANNOUNCED AND UNHEARALDED 
ARRIVALS AT DAKAR PORT OF COMMERCIALLY PURCHASED GRAIN FOR 
SENEGAL, MALI AND AMAURITANIA. THE PROBLEM WAS ACTUALLY 
AGGRABATED BY THE RECIPIENT GOVTS' EXPECTED RELUCTANCE TO 
DIVULGE THIS TYPE OF INFO, ON THE PRESUMED GROUNDS THAT 
ITS DISCLOSURE WOULD BRING ABOUT A CORRESPONDING REDUCTION IN 
DONOR PLEDGES OR GRANTS. OSRO AND US MISSIONS IN ALL THREE 
COUNTRIES HAVE ATTEMPTED, AT VARIOUS TIMES AND USUALLY WITH 
SMALL SUCCESS, TO OBTAIN ARRIVAL NOTICES IN ADVANCE OF THE 
ARRIVAL OF VESSELS CARRYING GRAIN PURCHASED COMMERCIALLY BY THE 
CONCERNED NATION. RFFPO AND RDO WILL MAKE EVERY ATTEMPT 
TO PURSUE THIS MATTER WITH OSRO AND WFP IN THE CONTINUED EFFORT 
TO OBTAIN SUCH INFO (THE PROVISION OF WHICH SHOULD DO 
MUCH TOWARD OBVIATING BOTTLENECKS OF THE TYPE EXPERIENCED 
HERE BETWEEN MAY AND NOV 1974) ON A REGUALAR AND TIMELY 
BASIS. 

J) RECAPITULATION: 
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RDO AND RFFP OFFICERS ARE FOLLOWING THE SENEGALESE OVERALL 
"POST-DROUGHT" SITUATION ON A DAY TO DAY BASIS. IT IS 
RECOMMENDED THAT AID/W ENCOURAGE FAO/OSRO TO MEET WITH 
POTENTIAL DONORS IN THE NEAR FUTURE, TO ASCERTAIN CONTRU- 
BUTIONS OF EACH AS WELL AS PROPOSED ARRIVAL/SCHEDULING OF 
CARGOES WITHIN THE 40,000 MT REQUIREMENT AS PROPOSED BY THE 
MULTI-DONOR TEAM. 

RFFPO CONTINUES TO EXPLORE THE POSSIBILITY OF A BI-LATERAL TITLE 
H-SUPPORTED, FFW PROGRAM IN AREAS NOT COVERED BY THE PRESENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WFP ACTIVITY. RFFPO FIELD TRIPS HAVE SHOWN THAT ON THE RURAL 
LEVEL THERE EXISTS THE DESIRE FOR SUCH A PROGRAM, AND DISCUSSIONS
